Public  Economy 

The  Newark  Advertiser  of  Wednesday 
contains  sn  article  on  the  printing  abuses 
at  Trenton  in  which  it  appears  that  nearly 
a  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  spent  last 
year  for  Bute  printing.  Also,  that  the 
prices  paid  by  the  State  are  greatly  in  ex- 
eesa  of  customary  business  rates,  together 
with  ran o us  other  irregularities.  We  know 
that  at  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the 
State  Editorial  Association,  strong  ground 
was  taken  against  this  same  matter,  which 
ii  growing  to  be  an  affair  of  such  cumber¬ 
some  dimensions. 

That  there  is  an  urgent  necessity  for  re¬ 
form  in  this  direction  will  be  conceded  by 
all  fair-minded  citizens.  And  especially 
when  the  standard  journalism  of  the  State, 
irrespective  of  party,  takes  such  decided  ac¬ 
tion  it  must  be  apparent  that  the  voice  of 
public  opinion  should  be  heard.  Economy 
it  no  less  a  public  virtue  than  a  private  max¬ 
im,  and  we  are  willing  to  cast  in  our  mite 
of  influence  to  tho  general  contribution. 

Where  the  newspaper  above  alluded  to 
leaves  off,  another  chapter  might  be  begun, 
touching  upon  the  law  regulatiug  the  offi¬ 
cial  insertion  of  public  acts  in  the  news¬ 
papers  of  the  State.  This  law  provides 
that  a  weekly  paj>er  having  taea  published 
a  year  becomes  qualified  to  print  the  yearly 
enacted  Stute  laws.  In  view  of  tlis  hordes 
of  new  papers  coming  rapidly  iuto  exist¬ 
ence,  fostered  by  “patent  outsides,”  a  cute 
invention  of  the  universal  Yankee,  it  is  easy 
to  ase  that  the  laws  are  in  danger  of  being 
vastly  over- published.  We  have  in  mind 
a  newspaper  which  was  started  in  this 
county  about  a  year  ago,  on  the  “  outside 
plan,"  that  wasn’t  even  content  to  await  the 
probation  of  a  year’s  existence.  Its  publish¬ 
ers  secured  a  “special  act”  of  the  last  Legisla¬ 
ture  in  order  that  they  might,  in  a  paper 
which  ha/1  existed  but  four  months,  officially 
insert  the  laws  and  at  the  same  time  insert 
their  rye-straw  into  the  public  cask.  It  be¬ 
hooves  the  Legislature  to  look  thoroughly 
into  this  matter, and  so  regulate  the  publish¬ 
ing  of  these  laws  as  shall  promote  economy 
as  well  as  the  true  interests  of  journalism  in 
the  State. 


Are  we  to  Hare  &  Public  Library? 

Elsewhere  we  give  our  readers  a  little  idea 
of  what  the  East  Orange  Library  Associa¬ 
tion  is  doing.  It  has  been  organize!  only  six 
months,  but  the  organization  must  have 
been  a  good  one  to  have  accomplished  defi¬ 
nite  results  so  soon. 

Montclair  has  also  a  Library  which  is  in 
successful  operation,  daily  expanding  and 
developing  in  usefulness  and  popularity. 

And  what  shall  be  said  of  the  Bloomfield 
Library  Association,  which  was  organized 
and  incorporated  some  two  years  ago  ?  Its 
members  comprise  some  of  our  most  pub¬ 
lic  spirited  citizens.  They  have  gone  so 
far  as  to  purchase  a  site  and  procure  plans 
for  sd  elegax  t  and  costly  building,  which 
brings  matters  as  far  along  as  last  October. 
Since  then  we  have  heard  very  little  about 
it.  What  does  the  Association  propose  to 
do  ?  Will  an  effort  to  be  m  :de  in  the  Spring 
to  commence  the  new  building,  the  elabo¬ 
rate  plans  of  which  have  been  on  exhibition 
at  Mr.  Piersons  Real  Estate  Parlor  during 
the  winter  ?  These  are  questions  which  may 
very  pertinently  ta  asked,  not  only  by  sub¬ 
scribers  to.  the  capital  stock,  but  by  the 
people  generally.  We  are  all  interested  in 
the  Bloomfield  Library,  particularly  as  it  is 
to  this  Association  we  look  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  town  with  a  suitable  hall  in  which 
concerts,  lectures,  and  kindred  entertain¬ 
ments  can  be  held.  This  public  boll  is  the 

pressing  need  of  our  town.

Congress. 

The  Congressional  news  during  the  past 
week  has  not  been  of  stirring  interest  or  im¬ 
portance.  The  Senate  has  discussed  the 
currency  question,  at  considerable  length, 
and  the  resumption ists  seem  to  hare  the  best 
of  the  argument.  A  strong  protest  against 
inflation  has  gone  out  from  Ngw  York,  sign¬ 
ed  by  the  most  prominent  merchants  and 
bankers  of  the  city.  The  petition  will  no 
donbt  have  weight  and  influence  in  Con¬ 
gress. 

The  President  declines  to  take  an  active 
part  in  the  responsibility  of  the  Louisiana 
complications.  Senator  Carpenter  is  set 
down  for  a  speech  on  the  Louisiana  ques¬ 
tion  to-day,  in  which,  according  to  Tribune 
correspondence,  “he  will  demonstrate  that 
no  state  of  affairs  has  ever  existed  in  Louisi¬ 
ana  which  gave  the  President  authority  un¬ 
der  the  law  to  intervene  in  faror  of  the 
Kellogg  usurpation.  If  he  does  this  he 
will  convict  the  President  of  a  crime  by  the 
aids  of  which  any  that  Andrew  Johnson 
accused  of  sink  into  insignificance.  ” 


The  Envelope  System. 

An  adjourned  parish  riieeting  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  church  in  this  place  was  held 
on  Taesday  evening,  which,  in  its  action, 
was  important  as  marking  a  new  departure 
in  the  financial  management  of  the  Society. 
On  the  previous  evening,  the.  pews  hsd  been 
rented  according  to  the  custom  in  use  here¬ 
tofore.  Later  in  the  evening,  a  long  eon 
ferenoe  of  the  board  of  trustees  took  place 
when  it  was  decided  to  lay  before  the  con¬ 
gregation  a  radically  different  method  of 
raising  the  money  needed  to  maintain  the 
church. 

This  plan  having  been  matured  it  was 
submitted  to  the  parish  meeting  of  Tueatlay 
evening,  and  was  read  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Folsom. 
It  rescinds  entirely  the  old  annuity  system, 
abopted  at  a  previous  meeting,  and  leaves 
the  entire  seating  < >f  the  church  free  from 
any  stipulated  price  or  assessment  of  an}' 
kind  by  the  trustees.  One  of  its  clauses 
proposed  that  members  should  occupy  the 
seats  selected  on  Monday  evening, or  in  ease 
none  had  yet  been  taken,  those  held  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year. 

It  is  left  entirely  with  each  person  to  de¬ 
termine  what  amount  he  shall  pay  for  the 
support  of  the  church.  These  nre  the  chief 
features  of  the  plan,  and  the  details  refer 
to  the  method  of  carrying  out  the  system 
Envelopes  bearing  the  numbers  of  the  pews 
are  to  be  placed  in  them  at  the  beginning  of 
each  month,  and  the  installment  or  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  yearly  offering  for  that  particu¬ 
lar  month  is  to  be  put  in  the  envelope  by  the 
pew  holder  and  deposited  in  a  box  conven¬ 
iently  located  near  the  entrance.  The  treos 
urer  of  the  board  of  trustees  takes  charge  of 
the  offerings  and  opens  an  account  with 
each  pew  or  part  of  a  pew,  and  returns  to 
the  occupants,  each  month,*  receipt  for  the 
amount  offered. 

This  plan  was  received  with  favor  by  the 
congregation,  as  represented  by  the  parish 
meeting,  and  after  a  full  discussion  in  order 
to  understand  it  thoroughly,  it  was  unani¬ 
mously  adopted.  It  will  go  into  effect  at 
once. 

The  meeting  also  passed  a  resolution  au¬ 
thorizing  a  conveyance  of  the  parsonage 
property  for  a  sum  not  less  then  820,000.

The  Cemetery  Sensation. 

Bloomfield  has  got  into  the  sensational 
papers  abroad  through  the  nervousness  and 
indiscretion  of  the  friends  of  a  man  who 
recently  died  in  Caldwell  and  whose  remains 
were  deposited  in  the  receiving  vault  of  the 
Bloomfield  Cemetery.  It  was  imagined  that 
the  corpse  gave  evidence  of  suspended  ani¬ 
mation,  and  it  was  kept  under  a  ridiculous 
semi-surveillance  until  decomposition  gnve 
evidence  that  resurrection  was  an  impossi¬ 
bility,  A  Newark  jonrnalist,  probably  hav¬ 
ing  heard  the  schoolchildren’s  stories,  came 
up  on  Monday  and  “interviewed  ’  first  a 
popular  hotel  keeper  and  then  the  cemcte  ry 
keeper,  and  the  result  was  the  making  of  a 
very  large  article  on  this  Bloomfield  horror 
out  of  very  small  material. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Newark  Com¬ 
mon  Council  was  held  Wednesday  night,  to 
consider  the  report  of  a  committee  appoint¬ 
ed  to  consider  the  subject  of  annexing  Belle¬ 
ville,  Bloomfield,  the  Oranges,  etc.  The 
committee  reported  adversely  to  the  project 
of  annexation  and  recommended  instead 
that  the  city  of  Newark  be  set  apart  from 
the  other  part  of  Essex  county  aud  called 
the  city  aud  county  of  Newark.
